1 . Applicants' response to the last Office Action, filed 04/1 1/2008 has been entered 
and made of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 ,14,27,38 are allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 

2-1 3; 1 5-1 7, 22-26, 28-34, 36, 37; 39-41 , 46-49 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 ,14,27,38 are allowable because the prior art of record does not 
disclose, "calculating a joint probability that the first point corresponds to a tumor, calculating 
mean joint probabilities that points in a circular region around the first point correspond to a 
tumor, and designating a point within the circular region having a maximum mean joint 
probability as the seed point" along with other limitations in the claims. 

4. In view of the amended claims and the Applicant's arguments, the rejections to 
claims 1-8, 10-17, 22-34, 36-41, 46-49 are expressly withdrawn.
